dividual, and the problem involved in 
the stage presentation of. Faust, were 
outlined by Dr. H. Walter, Prof easoa- 
of German, in hto address last night 
on, "Part One of Goethe's Faust on 
tiie Stage." The lecture was given in 
Moyse Hall, as one of a series of lec- 
tures, before the Montreal Branch of 
the Gpethe Society of America. 

Tracing the htetory of the charac- 
ter, Faust, as he existed in literature, 
the qieaker showed how Goethe ad<^it- 
ed this same 'Character for the great 
work which he began about 1774, and. 
whloh he completed some sixty years 
later. With the consequent lapses of 
time. Goethe has presented Faust as 
somewhat variable in hto personality 
of the hero, as well as Inconstotency in 
sequence of various scenes. 

Stage Presentation 
: Goethe, in hto writing of Faust, has 
no Intentions' of stage presentation. 
Hto work was somewhat . haphazard, 
playing on any situation which would 
attract him, and with little or no con 
slderation as to stage adaptation. In 
1839, therefore, at Its first présenta 
tion, Goethe was very skeptical about 
the feasibility vtouaUzing hto work 
on the stage. However^ there appear, 
ed various lUustratlens of Faust, and 
being slightly more assured that the 
play could be rendered possible, Goethe 
began work oh additional lines, and 
choruses, for the purposes of musical 
accompaniment as an opera. 

Among other

J^EASSBRTION-'or'Austria'fi indep^m 

In the three notes delivered to^^ 
United Kingdom. France, and Italy, leads one to 
consider tlie position of the League of Nations In 
.the conowt of Europe. The League of Nations Itself 
guarantees the national integrity of Austria, and as 
stiph, the action of thé three powers : was super- 
fluous. Tbe true meaning, of course, lies in the 
récognition of tlie Impotency of the Geneva organi- 
ation. ■ * ■ 

Wlien France and Italy protect againat any con- 
teinidAtvd action by Oermany, their action Is na- 
tumUy based on the fear of an octopus-lilce Oer- 
mapy extending powei' soutlieastward, like the 
Kaiaer'A. di Drang naoh Oitcn. With Austria once 
in the grasp of an imperialistic Crernuiny. and no 
one ean deny that such is the tendency of Hitler, 
It would hot be difficult to creep through Hungary 
arid Roumania to connect with Bulgaria, and then 
to the eaat. Austria, or rather ihc attitude of the 
powers is the only stumbling-block in the path of 
Nasis, and the question now remains whether Oer- 
many will caU the bluff of the powers and proceed 
to control her southern neighbor in defiance of 
treaty limitations and wlUi the nope that the dis- 
organized powers could not agree on a pl&n of action 
before tbe Nazis could|Cra^ldate. their position. 

While Oermany -^fwraPro^ ^perhap s . re^ 
than .ital.r, yet It U that Fa s3BM| ^^|^ 
a wide frontier bordering oh Austria over which 
Mussolini could pour man-power and in one step 
seize the whole Austrian Tyrol. Italy does not care 
to have Germany for a neighbor, but «ven less does 
Germany want to have Italy lodged along her 
Bavarian boundary.

They are using the Covenant as 
a mask for their own domineering iabties. They 
kre giving ]ip-aerviee to the theories of Versailles 
and' sacrificing on the altar of their historic hat-

Japan no longei- takes offense against such 
practice, since both from the pJatform and the press 
of both countries the possibiUty of open conflict is 
continually voiced. Not that there Is -imminent 
^bmpn^of a flare-up, Japan must first tako care cS> 
^fi^igUin sitiHbtion before conslderine a fight 
with the-TInited States. ' ' 

In the meaotime. the United Slates is losing no 
time In consolidating her posltio/i in tbe Pacifie, and 
is dohig her beat to get rid of the weak 9ot in the 
Pacific, the PhiUipinc Islands,, which she to In no 
petition to 'protect, and which she has no desire to 
keep. The loss of these islan<ta to Japan under 
threat of Sjrms would be a severe blow to American 
presUge, but all attempts of the United States in 
attempting to grant independence to tbe Uanden 
are brought to nought by the very people whom 
she Is trying to liberate. The Philippines know 
quite weU that wlth tbe United States'is their^econ- 
oraic future, and if divorced from the Am^can 
domination, their chief sugar market will be lost. 

Defense of these islands against the new.bssM 
of Japan oonstructed in the Oaioline Islands, the 
former German possessions now permanently oc- 
cupied by Japan In defiance of the League of Na- 
tibw, is practically impossible, since the factor of 
distance makes it impossible to work from such a 
distance froni the home base. The manoéuvèn of 
the United States Navy, in defense of an attack 
ifrom an enemy coming fromi the East, are confined 
to a defense of the ocMUaiarwi; of tbe Republic.

Réeeht Discoveries 
Prove ''Gave Men'* 
Just ''Old Softies'' 



Vmmt,' OUa. — Those "lie-men" 
and "^e-women" who used, to stalk 
over, the south and southwest about a 
thousand years ago, ithootltig arrows 
at eaidi other wetre "old softies;' after 
an^ ' . 

Dr. Forrest E. Clements, head of the 
dtqiartment of anthropology, has ia 
his pos8«Bl<m two forebee» of . the 
modem ear bob which prove that 
those hardy ojd semi-savages weren't 
above personal adornment. 

These heavy stone ancestors of the 
modern ear , bob have been found in 
eastern Oklahoma by membens of the 
anthology department during the 
ownie of an .tovestlgation of ancient 
Indian culture under' the' dhrectlon . of 
Clements. ^ 

The most important dlscovei-ies 
n^e, thus'-far' arie the two! ancient 
spechnens of the ear bob and 'a* clay 
effigy jar to the "shape of a human 
figure. ' All three' of ■ these discoveries, 
dements said, are characteristic of 
one of the highest types of prehistoric 
Indian cultuies, known to the antho- 
logist as the. Lower Mississippi Mound 
Culture, and , form definite proof of 
the presence of the culture as far 
west as Oklahoma. 

The ear . stonw,' made- of copper 
covered stone, are about three inches 
to diameter and ore shaped like pul- 
leys. ; One :Of thesè- prehistoric "ear 
bobs" is piorticulariy interesth^g, as it 
is carved with human heads which 
resemble ancient Mndean -and Cen- 
tral American art, Clenienta pototed 
out. - ' . ..> ■. 

''The Indian began inserttog stones 

to his ear lobes at an early age until 

the 1:':— I'crame so distended that 

they oould fit stones'as wide as; three 
toohes toto ttieir ears,' 

The same race of liidlans is noted 
for the day Jan whtdi were made 
for ornaments to the shape of birds, 
anhnais, fish and, sometinieB, humans. 
The rarity of the effigy Jar 'to human 
shape makes the present acquisition 
extremely interesUng, Clements said. 

The Jar is about five inches to 
height and- is carved in the sh^De of 
a fat, legless, Uttle man wUh thick 
1^ and promtoent èan. ' Tha little 
fellow has his arms held over his 
round stomach. as If he' were enjoy- 
ing a, huge Joke. In the bock of his 
rhoad ,^-.a which provides the 

demenis hopes to supplement these 
discoveries with others, and said tbait

this, culture in Oklahnma as ^ artih-!

But this was but a mtoor occasion 
when he was called upon to risk every- 
thing for the sake of his men.

Just before his taking 
over the command, a political ap 
pointment had been made, to a very 
responsible position, an appototment 
which he considered higlily/ improper, 
He could not prevent it, as it had been 
made before he assumed the com' 
mand, but he did not fear to criticize 
It in trenchant terms. Then, a few 
days previous to the tocidcnt of which 
I speak (which ^I m{^ sayl mention 
for thé first time to public today) two 
politlcallyrappolnted oflicérs had ar- 
rived to take over the command of 
battalions, over the heads of fully 
qualified officers with over a year's 
experience of actual flghttog. Regard' 
less of what might be the consc' 
quences to himself, General Ourrie 
Immediately sent them back, for he 
well knew that, whatever thehr poten 
tlalltles as command officers, the price 
to be paid for their inexperience 
might be counUeuJhnBSvand possible 
disaster. < Mow|^^^^^teh to say 
that'lf furthe^^^^^^^iintments* 
were made tie 'mua^l]^^ 
responsibility of ttie command of the 
Division. , He, the fhrst Canadian to 
attato the honour of the command of 
a IMvisibn in the field, was willtog to 
relinquish that honour rather than be 
false to the trust reposed to him. .1 
told hhn that they would not dare 
to accept his resignation, because the 
people of ^'"^'"'^ .^SjrtÇL^^^d /to 
know the reason; aiS^jl&^^^^^prov' 
ed, I was right, and- the poîitîea! in 
terference with the forces in thé field 
was, If not completely stopped, . at 
least cfteclively. checked. But, from 
that moment, if not ..before, the knives 
of the poUtlical . aûâssins left theh- 
sljenths, to , be driven at every, oppor- 
tunity Into the back; of the ' man that 
lu all (hose yean they never dared 
to look hi the face. 

How many lives were saved to 
Canada and what disasters were avert- 
ed, .by., General . CurrleVi ; willingness to 
Sacrifice himself, we cui lieyer know, 
but what irony it is to think that this 
was the man who to later years was 
to be accused of indifferences to the 
loss of men, not openly, it is. itruejiibut 
by d campaign of whispered^^dw^ 
origtaattag. with the very political as- 
sosstos he had prevented from jug- 
gltog with the Uves of Canada's sol- 
diers In thé fleld| ■ 

Z havé oftén heard wonder express-, 
ed that^ Generarcurrle did not re- 
mato at the head of Canada's mili- 
tary organization after the war. An 
tocident .whlcii he ,,re|iatcd to me in a 
letter which I received from hhn only, 
hist. year may possibly throw at least 
a little light on the. subject. During 
his brief term as Inspector General, 
an eminent politician demanded that 
à junior officer who possessed no qual- 
ifications for accelerated promotion 
should be promoted over the heads of 
all his seniors to a higher rank, not- 
withstanding the fact that in the 
higher rank there was no vacancy. 
When the Minister of MiUtIa of .that 
time tofpnned the eminent gentleman 
(emineht.-^^^^at is) that the 
appotottnén^ç^M^^' be made, as 
General diirrie refused to sanction 
any such improper procedure, he re- 
marked, "We' gave Currie a good job. 
Doesn't hé know enough to do as he 
Is told?" 

What a comment on our system of 
national existence! What a criticism 
of ourselves, to realize that among 
the men encharged by the p é«^teîwitK 
the .affairs of state there cmiam^ 
ttm^^jeaoas of such mentality that 
iSe'^ifld'thtok that this great soldier, 
who for four years of the greatest 
war. In history had held high the 
honour of his countiy ; and who to 
every danger^Rj^^ had 
not feared«^i%SSïS>^captato of 
his soul, was to return to his home- 
land and to be graciously permitted to 
conttoue to the service of his country 
provided that he were recreant to his 
duty, false to the trust repœed in him 
and willtog to accommodate hhnself 
to the dishonest deshres of any pre- 
datory political huckster who was- not 
worthy to ;tle the laces of his shoes! 
Do you wonder, to the circumstances, 
at the' woids eontatoed to his letter 
". . . . how very glad I was when I had 
an opportunity to leave that service." 
All credit, say I, to those who made 
that opportunity and who opened up 
a field of ^uch more useful endeavour 
which was more to kéepihg with the 
stature of tlie inan. 

Z do not wish to be misunderstood. 
I; do hot desire to place Arthur 
Currie upon ia pedestal; I seek to place 
no -halo round his head. He would 
have been ;tho,,lM^ desire it. He 
was not infaiu^Ie and he shared, in 
the faults and fallings of the sdt^ 
of men. Had It not been so he could 
not have been possessed of that clear- 
ness of vision and breàdth of human 
understandhig which made, him -what 
liejrwasi It was inevitable that, In 
it^^vastness of the " operations which 
I ^Es^m lsd. he .should niake mis- 



takes of a minor nature^^ although no 
major error has ever been associated 
with his name. But he had that true' 
attribute of greatness, that he was 
.wUUng ftomedlately to ackuowlcdgc a. 
mistake^ if discovered, and to right sm 
untotentlonal wrong, if it lay within 
Ills power. 

It was impossible that anyone could 
be closely associated with hhn without 
being affected by his forceful person-, 
ality to a marked degree, and it is 
surely not too much to hope that the 
gocd seed Inevitably planted in the 
mtods of many of Canada's young 
men and women during his associa- 
tion^ with university life, may yet live 
and burgeon to the fields of time. 

If ever a man was the- vlcttan of 
"dark banditti stabs at truth and 
merit," that mm was Arthur Currie. 
It is ever the way of mediocrity to 
stupyahd snarl at the heels of great- 
ness, "but when, so receiitly, he lay 
with the shadow drawing near, he 
might well have sald, 'to the words of 
Aytoun: . 

"My tace Is' ruii; '\ 
And . soon ifimld' the 'eveV'^iient dead 
I must repose, it may be, half fwgot. 
Yes! I have broke the hard and.bitterc 

-bread ' , . ,. ':, 
For many a year, with those who 

trembled .hot 
To buckle on their armour for the 
fight,. 

And set themedves ° iMNdnst^ the 

tyrant's lot; 
And I have niever bowed me to bis 
might 

Nor knelt before him-r-for I bear with- 
in ; . 

My hearti the sternest 'Consciousness 

of rifeht, ■ ' ■ 
Which made me what I am ... ^ • . . 

Therefore, 'With unencumbered soul I 

Befo^^Pj^tstool be . my v. Ittoker, 

'"wiiere , . ■ ■ . 
I hope, to stond as undebased as now." 

Amidst all the .glittering honours her' 
stowed upon hhn, there could , be' 
found, as his .body lay to state, no 
emblem, peculiarly ' her own, of the 
gratitude of Canada, the land of his 
birth. She had nq.honour which she 
might be3t(>w, save that of .a nation's 
sorrow at his. passing. . He did not 
look upon these honours, I know, as 
emblems of personal achievement, but 
as embodying in him the , glorious 
deeds .of that magnllicent Corps 
which served him with such abiding 
faith, and for which he did so much. 
He , needs "no .stately cenotaph^- no' 
storied urh,'^but!Ù ttle people of ;C 
ada would erect a memorial whidi 
would be worthy < of Ms' fame and 
which . would be nearest to his hearths 
IdesiraT^'itltwouldrbe to remedy the' ln- 
difference and neglect which to.evor 
increasing measure is the lot .of so 
many who served with hhn and who, 
with advancing years, are paying 
more and more the price of service 
given and duty well and faithfully 
done. The thne must surely come when 
we who served^5rit£^h^a||ii';^th^ 
or battle must.; jptai'lmS^I^Hhet^^ 
of peace. But long after iwe . have 
taken the westward way, . long, after 
our colours, with tiiehr hard won hon- 
ours, have crumbled toto dust,. and: as 
long as Canada retains her fitting 
place among the nations of the earth, 
the name, of Arthur William Currie 
will be remembered as one of her 
greatest and her best.
